Who Was Killed by Escaped Convicts.

three convicts at the state peniten-
tiary at 2:15 Thursday afternoon, and
the three conviets who committed the
murders blew the lock off of one door
and made thelr escape,

All of the men killed died at their
posts of duty and fought to the end
in an attempt to prevent the escape
of the convicts. Deputy Warden
Wagner was the first killed, being
shot as he stood in his oflice. Mr.
Hedlmwan, the second man killed, was
hit as he rushed out of the warden's
oflice at the first report of the shots.
Warden Delahunty was killed in the
door of his office after firing three
shots at the onrushing men. lle was
struck first in the right hip, but con-
tinued to fight until a second shot
struck him In the right breast, when
be sank to the floor and soon expired.

Thomas J. Doody, the wounded
man, has good chances of recovery,
though It is possible that he may lose
bhis leg. He was shot twice, In the
left arm and right leg, during the
first part of the attack when the three
men coucentrated their shots on him
while in the chapel room of the
prison.

The men who escaped are Charles
Taylor, allas Shorty Gray, alias
Murray, alins Rogers, who 18 a three-
termer, leader of a gang of bank
robbers and was sentenced f{rom
Aurora to twenty-eight years' im-
priconment for robbing a bank at
Giltner; John Dowd, recently sen-
tenced from Cass county to twenty
years for burglary with high explo-
pives, having robbed a jewelry store at
Loulsville, Neb.; and Charles Morley,
sentenced from Omaba to fifteen years
for highway robbery,

Immediately after the escape of the
prisoners the governor's office was
notified and Sheriff Hyers with a
posse and most of the Lincoln police
force rushed to the scene, Later com-
pany F, Second regiment, of the na-
tionnl guard arrived,

Sherift liyers took charge of the
prisoners upon his arrival and after
swearing in deputies and arming
them, stationed armed men at the
doors to guard while the prisoners
were marched to their cells. The
gheriff, accompanied by one deputy
and ons guard, all unarmed for fear of
being overpowered and loging their
woeapons, then entered the prison vard
and one by one the shops were
emptied and the prisoners marched to
the cell house and locked in their
cellw,

Where Convicts Taylor, Down and
Morley gecured thelr weapons, ammu-
nition and explosives is unknown, but
thoe general supposition among the
guards Is that they were smuggled In
on the “underground” route by trus-
ties from pals of Gray and Down on
the outslde. All three were fully
armed and plentifully supplied with
ammunition. Although no one knows
how many revolvers the men had, it
fs probable that from the pumber of
ghots fired by them they were sup-
plied with two each,

Turnkey Clavs Pahl was unarmed
when he heard the ghots, Rushing to
grab his revolver he returned to the
window botween his room and the
chapel. There he was covered by one
man, who shot as Pahl dodged and ran
to the door, where e was agaln cov-

ered, and forced to hug the wall for
protection. The explosion then fol-
wwed and the three rushed in and
forced the turnkey Into a corner, whoere
they atruck him, Taking lis koys thoy
ran 10 the only locked door between
them and liberty.

Tho attack made was evidently well
planned. They crotsed the yard with.
in the walls and there wus nothing in
thelr attitude to warn the guards that
they meant trouble, As each neared
the chapel guard, stationed 1n the bal
vony above the =outh door of the
chapel, he ralged his hand—the rec-
ognized signal of a prisoner on peace
ful errand. Entering the chapel, the
men covered the nogro trusty, Thomas,
who stood with his hands rafsed dur
Ing the encounter.  One convict then
went to the offles of Deputy Warden
Wagner and shot him twice in the ab-
domen, w

Hellman, on hearing the shooting,
rushed from the wardens oflice and
looked through the doors townrd the
chapel. e was struck in the left gide
below the heart by two bullets, and
stgeered back to the otfice, where he
wias asststed to o chalr by BookKkeeper
T. 1. Ward Warden Dwelaliinty had
(rushied to the door of his offiee and
jopened fire on the onrushing  men
'Three ghots were fired by him, none
taking effect,  He was strock in the
but econtinned to fire until an
juther bullet pierced his breast, when
fell and almost mmediately  ex.

May Break Up “Trusty™ System.
The material used In blowing up the
[door, whether dynamite, nitro-glycer
ine or fulminating caps, and the re
volvers were smuoggled into the prison
from the outside by trustics, accord:
ing to the statement of the prigson of-
flelals. It is possible the outbreak
may result Iin the abolition of the
“trusty'” system,. at least to the ex-
tent of stopping all communication
with the outside world,

When the first news of the affair
reached Lineoln ft was rumored that
from one to thirteen men had been
Killesd, that 200 men had excaped, and
t peneral mutiny had ocenrred,
other alirmitng features were added
Many of the offfeers who hastened to
the scene went under the impression
that they might encounter an entire
prison in arms

They were confined In the Aurora
jall, but after arralgnment were
brought to the state penltentiary to be
held for safe keeplug until the trial.
In Augugt they were sentenced by
Judge Cochran to twenty-cight years.
Knowing that the three were danger-
ous, all possible precautions were
taken by the ollicers in bringing them
to and from the penitentiary,

Taylor has served previous sen
tences at the Nebraska, Minnesota and
lowa state prisons,

John Dowd, the second of the trio,
is a bank robber from Cass county.
He was recelved at the penitentlary
the 38d of last month on an Indeter-

Well Armed With Modern Guns.

The superlor marksmanship of the
convicts over that of the oflicials Is
due, according to some at the prison,
to the kind of guns the men had, At
least one of the prisoners, thought to
have been Dowd, was equipped with
the latest type of automatic pistol,
and it was bullets from this gun that
probably killed Wagner and wounded
Doody in the leg. Much of the shoot-
ing by the convicts was done by
Dowd, It is sald,

The prison offielnls were equipped
with short old-fashioned *bull dog"
revolvers, while Gray, the seccond of
the convicts and probably the leader,
had a long single loading high pow-
ered target gun, which he used with
deadly effect. Morley I8 sald by some
of the men who came out of tha fray
allve to have been equipped with two
guns.
Alleged “Finde™ During Search,

Twenty knives and a complete kit
of burglar tools are reported to have
been found in the cells of prisoners at
the penitentiary, when militiamen,
assisted by the prison guards, con-
ducted a thorough search of every
convict's cell. Although the discov-
ery was denled by Adjutant General
Phelps, it 18 a matter of common gos-
slp among the guards who conducted
the search.

With the convicts only a few hours
out of sight the officers feel certain
that the end of the long chase {s now
close, A speclal traln can reach South
Bend in short order. Then it Is only
a question of getting out and picking
up a warm trall, something they have
not had since the escape of the three
men,

Beatrice —A wild rumor about 9
o'clock ealled out Sheriff Shick of
Gage county to m farm house two
miles southeast of Cortland. A boy
named Papka had entered a barn on
his father's farm with the intentlon of
feeding the horses. He discovered
two men In the barn, and immediately
gave the alarm. A posse of about
sixty farmers were quickly organized
and under the leadership of Sherif?
Shick the place was searched. The
men were found, but they (dentified
themselves as tramps and were re-
leased.

conviet garb came to the house at
wbont G500 Thursday aftervoon, threats
ol Mes, Dickman and the Nired
man and cantioned them not o miakes
e ooutery,  They  recelved  supper
there and were taken gt about 10:30
ovlock to Twentieth and R stroeets,
where they were Jnst seon,

When the storm riged outside, the
three hunted men remalned in the
Iekman home, A telophons call re-
ceived at the penitentiary drew the
sherkit and a posse, Including Sam Me-
Hek anmd ey Detective  Schimitt to
some haystacks about two  blocks
The informs,
ant of the sheriff had seen three men
making toward the stucks. The posse
woarched the stacks and the Immedi-
ate vicinity, When the searchers
were exhausted by their efforts in the
deep snow, and deelded that the clue
had  proved frultless, they debated
whether to procesil to the Dickman
home, whose brilliantly lighted wine
dows a guarter of a mile away lavite
ol them, or to go an equal distance to
the home of Hishop Tihen., It was de
cided to go to Tihen's resldence, as 1€
Was known that there was a telephone
there und the officers hoped to secure
w tranin back to town,

The posse left at about 9 o'clock. At
10 o'clock the three convicts, thelr
prison garb covered from sight by
blue overalls commandeered fro mthe
Dickmans, hidden from sight in the
interior of a milk wagon driven by one
of the boys, started for the city. Bee
fore leaving Mrs. Dickman was
warned:

“Now, no telephoning or calling for
help. If you do, the first man who
kets hin Is this boy of yours. If you
tell the police anything about this,
we'll get you” The terrifled woman
agnin promised silence,

On the journey to town the cons
victs talked about blowing up the govs
ornor's mansion, but were dissunded
by the boy, who sald that the drifts
were oo deep. Finally the overloaded
wagon was stuck in a drift at Twenty-
third and Randolph streets,

Chief Hunger was returning from
the police station at about 11 o'clock.
He saw the wagon In the drift and
glimpred the boy driver in front., He
asked the young man If he needed
help.

“Yes,” sald the lad, a revolver
touching his ribs, He had been asked
who the man approaching them was
and had replled that it was the chief
of police,

“You tell him who we are or that
we're here and you will go first and
Hunger after you,” Gray told him.

From the Inner recesses of the milk
wagon the revolver of “Shorty” Gray,
from whom Usher Heilman had prob-
ably met death earller in the day,
covered the echlef, Luckily for him
he dld not see the men cowering be-
hind the driver's seat. He seized the
heads of the horses, led them past the
worst of the drift and then told the
boy that by proceeding up the next
alley he should reach the paved streets
without encountering any drifts,

The convicts with their captured
vehicle took the course which the ofs
ficer of the law had unknowingly
pointed out to them. They proceeded
to a paved street, drave north through
town and finally reached a lumber
yard near the corner of Twentieth
and R streets near the Rock Island
tracks, Fes

R. W. Hyers Temporary Warden.
